Our excellent Reformers, in order to avoid diverſities of

To this day, every. Minifter of the Church of England, 
ſubſcribes theſe articles. He acknowledges all and every 
«one of them to be agreeable to the Word of God. He 
affirms, that he does willingly and ex animo ſubſcribe 
them. He publicly declares before the congregation, his 
„ unfeigned aſſent and conſent to them.“ ; 25 


And, leſt any, through diſaffection to the truth, ſhould 


maintain, that the Articles are ambiguous - admit of a certain 
latitude—or, are capable of various ſenſes, it was wiſely or- 


dained, by his Majeſty's declaration, prefixed to the Articles, 


That no man ſhall! hereafter either print or preach to 
& draw the Article aſide any way, but ſhall fubmit to it 
<« inthe plain and full meaning thereof—and ſhall not put

departure from them, for more than an hundred years paſt, 
{0 that they are almoſt loſt ſight of. Hence it has come to 
paſs, that the common people, though they retam a great 
veneration for the Church, are in general, totally ignorant 
of her fundamental principles. And if any Miniſter, whether 
in the Church or out of it, ventures to preach accordingito 
the Articles, he is looked upon as a broacher of new opinions, 
a ſetter up of a new Religion—in ſhort, a Fanatie or an 
Enthuſiaſt. * , 6a * 
It is, therefore, highly neceſſary, whatever offence it may 
give, to let the plaineſt people know, how much they have 
been deceived, and that what too many through ignorance 


have rejected as new and falſe, is really, the OLD and 
TRUE WAY, perfectly agreeable to the Word of God 


and the the ſtandards of the Church of England. 


Ik indeed, theſe Articles conſiſted of idle and trifling ſpe- 


eulations, or, of the non-eſſentials in religion, it were pity 
to trouble any body about them but they contain matter 
of aſtoniſhing—of eternal importance. The learned and 
pious authors of them, juſtly conſidered the nocTRINEs 


therein contained, more precious than their ſubſtance, their . 


liberty, or their lives. Hence ſome of them became Martyrs 


for Chriſt, and ſealed the teſtimony of their lips and pens, 


with the blood of their hearts.

That Law of God, which is contained in the ten com- 
mandments. Which commandments require, PERFECT 
LOVE To Gor, AND PERFECT LOVE To Man. An unſin- 
ning obedience. Without a fingle failure, in thought, word, 
or deed. And a continuance in this perfect obedience 
throughout life. The law makes no allowances. It has ne 
reſpect at all to human infirmity. It does not ſay, Do as 
well as you can, ” But, „Do this Do it all- Do it al- 
ways. If you do, you ſhall live. If you do not, you ſhall * 
die.” Moſes One the righteouſneſs which is of the law, 
That the man who doeth thoſe things (all and every one of 
them) /hall live by them. Rom. x. 5. On the other hand, 
read the conſequence of a /ingle failure. Gal. iii. 10, As 
many as are of the works of the law, are under the curſe ; for 
it is written, CURSED is EVERY ONE that CONTE- 
NUETH not in ALL things which are wrttten in the boat of 
the Lato to do them. . 


Now we are moſt certain, that NO fallen man, ever obeyj- 
ed this law perfectly God himſelf declares, There is None 
righteous (in himſelf) no NOT ONE. Rom. iii. 10. 
J he conſcience of every man in the world, ſays the ſame, 
«© YOU are not righteous. You have often confeſſed you 
« was a ſinner. By your own mouth therefore YOU ſfand 
„condemned. Now, the wages of fin, (of every fin) is 
DEATH. Death eternal. Rom. vi. 23. It matters not, 
for any one to ſay, ** I am better than others.

The queſtion is, 
Have you kept the whole Law, or have you not? If you
